UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
1 — Russia charged Nationalist 
China yesterday with piracy in 
the China seas and asked the 
United Nations General Assem. 
bly to take up the matter as 
‘an item of important and 
urgent character.” 


In an explanatory note to the 
Assembly, Russian delegate 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky said that 
the alleged piracies “are a gross 
violation of the universally rec- 
ognized principle of freedom of 
navigation on the high seas, and 
a crime whioh the U.N. is in 
duty bound to condemn in 
strong terms, particularly since 
the guilt for them lies not only 
with the Chiang Kai-shek forces 
but with those who encourage 
them.” 


“In recent months, cases of 
piratical attack on merchant 
ships of various countries in the 
China seas and of the seizure 
of such ships by Kuomintang 
naval vessels have multiplied,” 
Vishinsky said. 

“One of the victims of these 
criminal activities has been the 
Soviet tanker Tuapse, which was 
seized by the Chiang Kai-shek 
forces on June 23, 1954, and has 
still not been liberated: while 
according to the information 
available the members of the 
crew of this Soviet ship are be- 


ing subjected to flagrant co- 
ercion.

To Selwyn Lloyd, British Min-

‘GEN. FREDERICK SYKES DIES; 
‘BRITISH MILITARY AIR PIONEER 


LONDON, Oct. 1 ‘AP)—Maj. 
Gen. Sir Frederick Sykes. who 
organized Britain's first military 
flying units in 1912, died in a 
London nursing home last night.

Vice President Richard Nixon 
spent eight hours in New Jersey 
yesterday boosting his party’s 
Senate candigate Clifford P. 
Case and predicting a Republi- 
can victory in the state. 

He said President Eisenhower 
must have support in Congress 
or “we will be pushed into a 
dreary two-year period of bick- 
ering stalemate.” 

The Vice President said Case 
would win in the United States 
Senate race against Democratic 
Charles R. Howell and New 
Jersey will retain its eight 
House seats, possibly making “a 
gain.” 

Nixon came here from Dela- | 
ware by plane on an eastern | 
swing of a nation-wide speak- 
ing campaign. 

Confident of Unity. 

Case is already running ahead 
in the Senate race, Nixon told 
reporters at Curtiss-Wright air- 
port in Calwdell. He said he 
thought anti-Case elements of 
the Republican party would not 
affect the outcome of the elec- 
tion. “I am confident of solidar- 
ity by Nov. 2.” 

Later, at a private reception 
for 200 industrialists, he said 
Republicans opposing Case were 
“plain stupid” because of the 
“high stakes” in the election for 
all Republicans. . 

While Case was getting a boost 
from the Vice President, his 
most vociferous opponent in the 
party, the committee for a 
stronger New Jersey Republican 
party, announced it would wage 
a “vigorous and informal” cam- 
paign for former Representative 
Fred M. Hartley Jr, 

Hartley, co-author of the Taft- 
Hartley labor law, has an- 
nounced his opposition to Case, 
but declined to make a formal 
write-in campaign for the Senate 
seat. 

The committee has opposed 
Case on the ground .that his vot- 
ing record in Congress was “too 
liberal” and followed closely the 
thinking of Americans for Dem- 
ocratic Action, a liberal political 
group. 

Independent Thinker. 

Nixon told New Jersey audi- 
ences that Case was a man of 

“great integrity and ioaepend- 
ence in thinking.” 

The Eisenhower Administra- | 
tion so far has been a “tremen- 
dous success,” Nixon said. 

He added that the Administra- | 
tion got the nation out of war, ' 
pushed the fight against Com- 
munists at home, cut the nation’s | 
spending by “spending wisely,” 
fought corruption in Govern- 
ment and made gains in the field 
of social security and unemploy- 
ment compensation. 

“We believe that we can do 
these things that help people 
without socializing America.” 
This, he said, is the same phi- 
losophy held by Case. It is just 
the opposite of the view held by 
A.D.A., Nixon said. 

Nixon was introduced by Case, 
who described Nixon as the

Photographs of furniture and some 
other things which I cannot all re- 
member. 

Finally one white cardbox filled 
with Kodak boxes of photo slides, al! 
colored—about 400 pictures. 

I am very sorry for the whole loss. 

Everything can be replaced except 
one thing. The photo slides. These 
were all memories of your country 
and people I have met in the last 
year. 

The loss is most terrible for me 
and I feel it is going to destroy 
quite a bit of my most wonderful 
stav in vour country. I leave for 
Sweden Oct. 23.

20 Hours to Escape Death 


Civil defense in the early days of the atomic 
bomb was simply a problem of taking shelter. 
Civil defense in the present day of the hydrogen 
bomb is a problem of evacuation. The report on 
the H-bomb by the columnists, Joseph and Stew- 
art Alsop, and the progress report of the St. 
Louis office of civil defense, both of which ap- 
peared in the Post-Dispatch, illustrate the enor- 
mity of the problem, 

The St. Louis civil defense report estimates 
that it would fequire 20 hours to evacuate all 
persons from the likely critical danger zone of 
the metropolitan area, Incidentally, this report, 
with its emphasis on traffic bottlenecks that 
would arise as the result of insufficient major 
highways to rural areas, proVides a cogent argu- 
ment for more road building. 

The Alsops point out in their column that an 
II-bomb’s blast and fire effects would cover an 
area of 300 square miles while the fall of radio- 
active dust from the clouds would endanger 
unprotected persons in an area of 6000 square 
miles for two days. Furthermore, four hours 
warning on a raid is about the maximum that 
can be expected, Obviously the 20-hour sched- 
ule for evacuation is One on which every effort 
should be made to whittle the time down. 
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No to a Steel Merger 

Attorney General Brownell and the anti-trust 
division of the Department of-Justiee faced a 
hard decision in the proposal of Bethlehem 
Steel to merge with the Youngstown Sheet and 
‘Tube Corp. 

From one point of view, the merger could be 
viewed as strengthening competition. The com- 
bination of the steel industry's second largest 
and sixth largest firms would have created a 
two-billion-dollar corporation able to challenge 
United States Steel much more effectively than 
Bethiehem alone can do. U. S. Steel lists net 
assets of about two and a quarter billion. 

Yet the fact remained that the merger would 
leave one less steel corporation in the field. In 
important areas where Bethlehem and Youngs- 
town have competed directly, it would eliminate 
that competition. In an industry which has al- 
ways been beset by monopoiistic influences this 
merger would definitely tend to concentrate 
economic power still further, 

On these grounds the Justice Department has 
disapproved the merger. The decision is one 
which the warmest advocates of tight anti-trust 
enforcement would approve, although its effect 
in one sense is to protect U. S. Steel. 

Mergers generally remain a perplexing prob- 
lem. This year is seeing more corporate combina- 
tions than at any time since the late '20s. Pack- 
ard and Studebaker; Olin and Mathieson: Amer- 
ican President Lines and American Mail Line: 
U.S. Plywood and Canadian Plywoods; Eagle- 
Picher and Fabricon—these are only a few of 
the biggest. 

Fundamentally, the wave of mergers appears to 
reflect the softening of the economy and the ac- 
companying return of intense competition. Most 
of the mergers, like that proposed by Bethle- 
hem, are intended to enable a firm to compete

more effectively. But is the’ public interest 
served by livelier competition between fewer 
firms as well as it would be served by maintain- 
ing the status quo? 

That question is sure to get congressional 
study next year. And as little companies continue 
to disappear into big companies, business men 
can be sure that industries composed of a very 
few giants are much likelier to come under pub- 
lic regulation and control than industries of 
widely dispersed “competition. 
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No Breath of Scandal? 


In his political rally speech at the Hollywood 
Bowl, President Eisenhower made a statement 
relating to corruption in office. What he said on 
this subject was this: 


Two years ago the people of our country 
voted to have clean government. Wrat has 
happened in the 20 months since? 

Not one appointee of this Administration 
has been involved in scandal or corruption. 


We would like to be able to say that the 
President's statement was in full accord with 
the facts, but that is not quite so. He was hardly 
installed in office before a scandal broke around 
the head of his hand-p{cked choice for chairman 
of the Republican National Committee, C. Wes- 
ley Koberts, from the President's own state of 
Kansas. 

The complaint against Mr. Roberts was that 
he had engaged in 10 per cent influence peddling 
in Kansas. For several weeks he and the Admin- 
istration tried to tough it out. but he resigned 
when the fire got too hot for him to stay on. 

Then there was the case of Warren L. Steph- 
enson, who served as executive secretary of 
President Eisenhower's inaugural committee. Mr. 
Stephenson came into the news just a year ago 
for “indiscretions” in spreading information 
about bids for building rocket launchers for the 
Navy. The transcript of a hearing conducted by 
a House Armed Services subcommittee revealed 
that he got himself into an attempted “4 per 
cent’ deal through Jon Jonkel, who figured in 
the fake picture campaign in Maryland in 1950. 

Stephenson was indicted last Nov. 17 on a 
charge of perjury in testimony before the House 
subcommittee. The trial was indefinitely post- 
poned last May 18 pending the Government's 
appeal on the ruling of the Judge that prohibited 
the use of recorded telephone conversation in 
the case. . 

Even more recently there was the case of Guy 
T. O. Hollyday, Baltimore mortgage banker. An 
Eisenhower appointee, Mr. Hollyday “resigned” 
under fire as Federal Housing Administration 
Commissioner last April 12. The Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration “accepted” Mr. Hollyday’s resigna- 
tion, so Housing Chief Albert M. Cole said, be- 
cause Mr. Hollyday ‘“‘was aware of the com- 
plaints” about the scandalous situation in the 
housing administration “and did not act.” 

Now the cases of Messrs. Roberts, Stephen- 
son and Hollyday obviously are not of the gravi- 
ty of the multiplicity of Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau scandals of the Truman Administration, 
But they do blot the record that the President 
cited as spotiess. The writers who help Mr. 
Eisenhower with his speeches should be more 
careful as to what they say. After all facts are 
facts. 
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By Air From the President 

The airlift of relief supplies which President 
Eisenhower has ordered for flood sufferers in 
Honduras is in keeping with a long-time Ameri- 
can tradition of neighborly compassion. Trans- 
ports from Albrook Air Base in the Canal Zone 
are going aloft with emergency rations, meditine, 
water-purifying equipment and dismantied heli- 
cdpters which will be reassembled in Honduras 
and used for rescue and relief missions. 

Monday's hurricane and the heavy rains which 
have lashed Honduras since have caused wide- 


spread suffering. Between 1000 and 2000 vic- | 


tims were said to be marooned on housetops and 
in trees. Loss of life has been light, and the mis- 
sions of mercy which the President is sending 
will help to keep it so. This is an act of practical 
friendliness, the most meaningful expression of 
sympathy in disaster. 
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That's Play? 

Time was when children could just play. 
Now, play is supposed to prepare them for the 
“struggle of maturity.” Anyway, that’s what 
Joseph Brown, associate professor of architecture 
at Princeton University, thinks. 

Speaking at the National Recreation Associa- 
tion here, he told of designing a playground 
device that prepares a child for the problems 
of life. It is a web (most appropriate) of cables 
radiating from a cap on a moveable joint. 

When a child gets into it the pattern of 
cables changes and he can't get out the same 
way. (This could be made more lifelike if ar- 
ranged so the child couldn't get out at all.) 

Further, other children moving around the 
web change the pattern, too. (If you don’t 
tangle yourself sufficiently, your friends will.) 

If, after some of this frustration, the child 
gives up and gjays on the slide in the middle 
of the device, he is in for more surprises. He 
expects to start one place and come out another. 
But halfway down he gets a choice of paths and 
winds up someplace he never expected to be. 

Nobody will argue that all this doesn’t have a 
yemarkable, even macabre, resemblance to things 
that will happen to children as they grow up 
and are forced into the “struggle of maturity.” 
But do they have to find out so soon? 
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To Prevent Another Riot 

Gov. Donnelly has effectively countered the 
shrill, partisan cries of those Missouri Republi- 
cans who seem to regard the recent prison riot 
as an opportunity to amass political capital. 

The Governor asked for a survey of Missouri's 
penitentiary by the American Prison Association. 
This professional organization now has informed 
Mr. Donnelly that it does not have the means 
for an adequate study. It does, however, make 
suggestions as io how Missouri may obtain a 
fair, unbiased, honest study, unmarred by fear 
or favor. . ‘i 

Mr. Donnelly is to be commended for his deci- 
sion, Missouri must have all the facts on what 
caused the riot—the long-term causes as well as 
those that are closer to the start of the outbreak. 
But they should be elicited in an atmosphere of 
reason, not in a whirlwind of emotion generated 
for political advantage at election time. 

As officers of the newly organized union of 
state prison employes have pointed out, “recrim- 
ination based on personalities or political affili- 
ation has no place in the calm evaluation of 
events that have taken place.” 

Whoever takes on the survey, it is clear that 
if Missouri is to obtain a calm evaluation of the 
past, as well as an intelligent blueprint for the 
future, an inquiry by professionals is surely in- 
dicated.

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Unions Eye ‘Do It Yourself’ Trend

They seek answer to householders who do their own carpentry, 
plastering, brickwork and painting; educational campaigns by 
craft groups stressing professional know-how are fruitless; even 
members of big industrial anions go on doing own home jobs.

“It’s getting almost to the point whh 
this ‘do it yourself’ business where you 
think a guy is a bum if he doesn't come 
home after a day's work and put in 
another six or eight hours fixing up 
the house.” 

W. P. Patterson, director of the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Apprenticeship, 
made that comment in an address at a 
convention of the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, Decorators and  Paperhangers 
(AFI) in Seattle. Mr. Patterson warned 
that unions cannot “ignore the chal- 
lenge of the ‘do it yourself’ trend anv 
longer—they must fight it by giving 
homeowners the kind of job perform- 
ance they can't do for themselves.” 

Mr. Patterson's suggestion of a sound 
way to do this was, naturally, by the de- 
velopment of more competent painting 
craftsmen through apprenticeship pro- 
grams. Keenly interested in the es- 
tablishment of training projects de- 
signed for the “older, more experienced 
apprentices of this postwar period,” Mr. 
Patterson brought up the “do it your- 
self’ trend as a secondary matter. 


It isn’t that at all, however, in the 
minds of AFL’s building trade union- 
i8ts these days. A fad at first, the “do 
it yourself” idea has developed into a 
multimillion-dollar industry. 


It has cut so deeply into employment 
in many crafts that no building-trades 
union convention in recént months has 
been able to ignore the protests of 
members about householders who do 
their own carpentry, painting, brick- 
laying, plastering and tile work—even, 
in some instances, plumbing and elec- 
trical work. 

The question each craft group has 
bumped into quickly and surely has 
been: What can we do about it” 

Mr. Patterson’s suggestion that pro- 
fessional painters assure homeowners 
of “the kind of job they can’t do for 
themselves” is one answer. but it’s 
hardly likely to catch the imagination 
and support of union craftsmen who 
have watched amateur painters take 
over the brushes and painting jobs to 
a point where an estimated 88 per cent 
of all paint sold nationally is now ap- 
plied by non-professionals—the ‘‘do it 
yourself” people. 

Donald S. Clayton Sr., president of 
the National Electrical Contractors’ As- 
sociation and head of a Birmingham 
(Ala.) firm of contractors, had another 
warning—and ° suggestion—for a con- 
vention of the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers (AFL) in 
Chicago at about the same time the 
painters were meeting on the coast. 

The “do it yourself” trend has out- 
grown the fad stage, he said, simply 
because of high costs of hiring erafts- 


men. The big majority of amateurs 
who do their own work would prefer 
to hire somebody else to do it —if thev 
could afford to, he told electrical crafts- 
men. 

“Conditions of employment... un- 
economic for the industry” have in- 
creased costs so much, he warned, that 
“many homeowners and small business 
concerns cannot afford to pay to have 
work done.” The natural result, he 
said, is an “alarming” growth in the 
number of “do it yourself addicts” 
who are doing “many millions of dol- 
lars of work” that would otherwise be 
done by contractors and craftsmen. 


Mr. Clayton proposed IBEW co-opera- 
tion in reducing costs, particularly the 
so-called “fringes” that sometimes boost 
labor costs as much as 50 per cent. 
These may “have once appeared sound, 
but are hard to justify when they -bar 
both contractor and workman from 
work we once enjoyed,” Mr. Clayton 
said. 


The warning to cut down on costs— 
as a way of luring back jos now be- 
ing done by homeowners who would 
rather be doing almost anything else 
—attracted no more response than Mr. 
Patterson’s proposals to the painters: 
if anything, it attracted less, since the 
IBEW convention went on -+to call for a 
30-hour work week at present 40-hour 
pay in 1955. 


Other building-craft groups have also 
mulled over the “do it yourself’ prob- 
lem. In Minneapolis, craftsmen and 
contractors joined in a promotional 
campaign aimed at convincing home- 
owners that the men with professional 
know-how can be counted on for su- 
perior work, and sometimes savings in 
the long run. Similar campaigns are 
being planned elsewhere, along with 
less-publicized joint efforts te get tight- 
er enforcement of local building codes 
—to discourage nonprofessionals. 


If any of, these campaigns have made 
inroads into the “do it vourself” ranks. 
it hasn't been noticeable: the cult is 
still growing; as any weekend visit to 
a local lumber and hardware establish- 
ment will show. 


Another plea has been equally unsuc- 
cessful. Craft unionists in several areas 
have sought support of the big indus- 
tri:l unions against nonprofessional 
work—and got nowhere. Leaders of in- 
dustrial organizations were sympathetic, 
but pointed out that their members— 
with plant training and spare time—are 
enthusiastic “do it yourself” devotees: 
they are interested in tips on how to 
do more things, not in suggestions that 
they leave more household jobs to fel- 
low unionists in the crafts. 


‘The Majority Leader?’ 


From Business Week 


The operation of the American gov- 
ernment, with its separation of powers 
and its constitutional nuances, is diffi- 
cult for most of our friends abroad to 
understand. But confusion and misun- 
derstanding is not limited to our friends 
abroad in the case of the Majority Lead- 
er of the Senate. 

The official position of Majority Lead- 
er is one of the most exalted in Govern- 
ment. He is the acknowledged spokes- 
man for the Administration in the Sen- 
ate, the man who is responsible for par- 
ty discipline, the man above all, who is 
charged with the duty of getting the 
Administration’s bills passed. 

' In view of this great responsibility, it 
is bewildering to learn that the present 
Majority Leader, Senator William F. 
Knowland, apparently acting on his own, 
that the President break 
dipl ce relations with the Soviet 
Union over the shooting down of a Navy 
patrol plane. Knowland released this de- 
mand to the press ‘before it reached 
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the President. We believe he has a per- 
fect right to take this position, even 
though it is not the view of President 
Eisenhower. Every American has a right 
to his own opinion on the conduct of 
our foreign affairs. There is nothing to 
stop anyone from making his views 
known to the President himself. 

But sending a public wire to the 
White Mouse is the time-honored pro- 
cedure of political opponents and pres- 
sure groups. It is hardly consonant with 
Knowland’s high position, because he 
can, at any time, privately consult with 
the President on all manner of things. 
In fact, that is part of his job. 

This is not the first time that Know- 
Yand has publicly differed with the Ad- 
ministration. Ever since he has been 
Majority Leader, he has shown a dis- 
tressing capacity for opposing the Ad- 
ministration, especially in foreign poli- 
cy. This is a fitting quality for a Minori- 
ty Leader, but it is highly inappropriate 
in the post Knowland now occupies.

Too Bad to Be True 


MOST LIKELY TO SUCCEED, by John Dos Passos. 

(Prentice-Hall, 310 pgs., $3.50.) 

This is the novel many admirers of 
John Dos Passos expected him to write 
some years ago. In other words, it is 
the novel to be expected from a disillus- 
ioned writer who has looked on the face 
of the siren, Communism, and found it 
false and ugly. “Most Likely to Suc- 
ceed” dramatizes the fall of an ideo- 
logical Sammy in Hollywood, a fat cat 
of a writer who, to ease the pressure 
on his conscience of a big salary, lets 
himself be captured by the Communist 
party. It is not a 
pleasant story, this 
account of a heel’s 
progress, especially 
in the brittle, 
whiplash manner 
Mr. Dos Passos tells 
it; but then we 
know that this kind 
of thing actually 
did happen in Hol- 
lywood. 

What makes this 
particular kind of 
Sammy run? Jeff 
Morris, a young 

John Dos Passos New York piay- 

wright in the early 
*30s, when proletarian writers were 
flooding our bookstores and bestriding 
our stages, was a smart aleck who fancied 
himself as a dramatist and as a lady- 
killer. The author lets him function 
convincingly in both fields. We meet 
him first in a rather too slick opening 
scene on a transatlantic liner, trying to 
capture an _ oversophisticated blonde. 
Fortunately, this magazine slickness dis- 
appears from the writing as the author 
gets inte the swing of his story. 

Jeff takes a stab at the little theater 
in Greenwich Village, and then gets 
called to Hollywood, where his rise to 
$1500 a week is rapid His path to 
prosperity is littered with the women he 
loves and leaves as. his fancy dictates. 
Behind him stand a group of shadowy 
characters; who skillfully smooth his 
path as they tighten the party noose 
around him. The period moves from 
the outbreak of World War II to Pearl 
Harbor, and Jeff does a great job of 
explaining to the naive citizens of 
Hollywood why Stalin could play footsie 
with Hitler in 1939 and denounce him 
as a mad dog two years later. 

In the end, of course, his sins catch 
up with Jeff as the party discovers that 
his mistress is a '“federal agent” (a 
loyal American to us). Even then this 
spineless toad hasn’t the guts to stand 
up for a girl he really loves. This per- 
haps is. the central weakness of the 
novel, since Jeff is too bad to be true. 
Most readers will find him too con 
sistently unsympathetic to swallow. 

True, Mr. Dos Passos is writing & 
thesis novel designed to present a type 
of person active in Hollywood until a 
‘ew years ago. But it adds up to too 
much ot a sitting duck for the writer 
to take pot shots at. 

Once the story gets under way all 
the famed Dos Passos intensity of nar- 
rative drive become apparent. The 
book is hard to put down, even though 
you know just where you are being 
taken. Mr. Dos Passos’s second best is 
still better than the best of many active 
American novelists. 

As for its ideological value, the stor/ 
would have had much more of an impat* 
had it appeared when the Jeff Morrise» 
of Holloywood were still boring from 
within.

LAUREL SPRINGS, N.C., Oct. 
1 (UP)—Former Representative 
Robert L. Doughton of North 
Carolina, who headed the Ways 
and Means Committee of the 
House longer than any. other 
man, died in his sleep at his 
home here today. He would 
have been 91 years old Nov. 7. 

Mr. Doughton retired from 
Congress in 1952. He had served 
41 years and had been a member 
of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which guides the na- 
tion’s fiscal policy, since 1926 
and its chairman since 1932. 

Under two Democratic Presi- 
dents, Roosevelt and Truman, 
Doughton carried the burden of 
fiscal leadership in the House 


through the depression and 
World War II and in the post- 
war period. 


His retirement from Congress 
at the age of 88—he was the old- 
est man in Congress—did not 
end his public career. He be- 
came national Democratic com- 
mitteeman for North Carolina, 
succeeding Jonathan Daniels. 
He played an active role in the 
1952 Democratic national con- 
vention ‘and the 1952 campaigns:

‘He was succeeded in Congress 
by Representative Hugh O. Alex- 
ander of Kannapolis, N.C., win- 
ner of the first primary ever 
held in the Ninth North Caroli- 
na District. There were no pri- 
maries before Mr. Doughton 
went to Congress in 1911 and 
after 1918 when the Ninth was 
formed the “Old Man of the 
Mountains” never had any op- 
position in his own party and 
rarely any from the Republicans.

American Army officials have 
proposed that the exchange rate 
be pegged at 254 hwan for a 
dollar. The South Korean Gov- 
ernment repeatedly has turned 
down this suggestion. 

The United States military 
dollar sells for from 500 to 600 
hwan on the Korean black mar-| 
ket.

Applause, Laughter

NEW YORK, Oct. 1. 
HE other day I overheard a snatch of dia- 
logue from a cowboy movie my son was 
watching on television and I haven't been 
able to get it out of my head since. It follows: 
Girl: What's hap- 
pened? * 
Boy: Your father's 
been killed. 
Girl: Who did it? 
Boy: Bill. 
Girl: Bill wouldn't 
do a thing like that. 
As 1 say this bit 
has been haunting 
me ever since, I keep 
thinking there should 
have been a subse- 
quent scene between 
the girl and Bill 
which would go 
something like this:

YOU'LL BE absolutely enchanted to know 
that there is an outfit called the John Francis 
Dougherty Associates which will provide you, in 
case you're in the market for such things, with 
audiences, audience warmups, audience laughter 
and audience applause. 

I have here a little brochure from this ap- 
plause and laughter outfit and I would like to 
read you some of the more jeweled sentences. 
I especially like this one: “It is impossible to 
produce any type of audience show without an 
audience.” That sentence belongs right up with 
Cal Coolidge’s immortal remark: “When more 
and more people are thrown out of work, un- 
employment results.”

TOURISTS AND VISITORS, we are told, 
make the most responsive audiences but they 
are usually so in awe of the cameras and 
equipment that they definitely need to be 
worked over in advance. 

“This understandable awe and accompanying 
natural reserve on their parts, must be changed 
to a scintillating enthusiasm in a friendly, easy 
manner during the warmup. The audience must 
be transformed from a hundred isolated little 
islands into one, animated, charged unit, primed 
and ready to receive with open arms the emcee, 
comic, panel or whatever. The millions at home 
unconsciously take their cue of how much to 
enjoy themselves from the studio audience.” 
(That last sentence is one of the most debatable 
theoriés I ever heard.)

‘AND HOW WELL DOES the Dougherty serv- 
ice work? Well, Jack Gregson of “Live Like a 
Millionaire,” whose audiences are worked over 
by the Dougherty people, reports,that “at all 
shows the audience was definitely at a peak by 
air time.” Sounds almost like horse-training, 
doesn’t it? 

“Audience laughter is one of the most difficult 
commodities to deliver, but it definitely can be 
done.” This is the first time I’ve ever seen 
laughter described as a commodity but I sup- 
pose that’s the proper designation now that you 
can buy it from a service like this.

AS FOR APPLAUSE, the Dougherty brochure 
Says it's easier to deliver than laughter but no 
less important. 

“Before the show’ goes on the air, if the proper 
methods are applied in instructing the studio 
audience as to the correct way to applaud, and 
if clear and well-timed cues are used, the de- 
sired tone for the show can be créated.” 

The correct way te applaud? I’ve been pound- 
ing my palms together, man and boy, some 30 
years or more. Never had a lesson in my life. 
Just give me my well-timed cue and I'll make as 
much racket ag the next guy and I don’t care 
how many lessons he’s ‘had either.

Body Armor

JUST -PUBLISHED report, by Lt. Col. Robert H. 
A Holmes, Maj. William F. Enos Jr. and Capt. James wl 
Beyer, all of the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology 
in Washington, D.C., gives the final data on how effective 
body armor was in Korea. If the next war, or “police ac- 
tion,” involves ground troops, they'll have effective body 
armor. It will defeat about two bullets or shell fragments 
out of three striking the light-weight vests, according to 
this report. They suggest civilians should have it in case of 
H-bomb or atom bomb attack. 

About three fourths of the wounds in Korea were caused 
by shell fragments weighing less than 15 grains and smaller 
than one-half inch. The distance from the shell explosion 
to the service man wounded was from 32 to 80 feet. The 
fragwents were going slow enough that about 70 per cent 
of the woufids were penetrating, rather than “through and 
through” wounds. Almost half of the wounds suffered by 
men killed in action, or dying in the hospital, were caused 
by hits on the chest and abdomen. All this meant that some 
type of body armor was practicable. 
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A COMPRESSED. FIBERGLASS, called Doron, and 
nylon were used in making the light-weight armored vests. 
Tests showed that the nylon offered as much protection as 
the Doron, so recent vests have been made entirely of nylon. 
They weigh about eight pounds. Troops in Korea were fur- 
nished with these vests. Records show how effective they 
were. 

This armor doesn’t provide complete protection. No 
garment that is light enough for a fighting man to wear in 
action can do that. Even armored tanks can be penetrated 
by direct hits of high velocity shells. 

But the vests did materially lessen the number of 
wounds and the seriousness of other wounds inflicted by a 
penetrating fragment. With less severe chest and abdominal 
wounds, and fewer of them, service men had a better chance 
of living long enough to get back to the hospital, which was 
facilitated by helicopter evacuation. “Once a casualty 
reaches a hospital, modern medical and surgical care assure 
him of a 98 per cent probability of survival.” 
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THIS REPORT SUMMED UP that 68 per cent of all 
nrissile hits on armored vests worn in actual combat were 
defeated. That means that two out of every three of all 
missiles hitting the vest failed to produce a wound. 

This protective armor is being improved in design and 
materials to provide even greater protection with minimum 
weight. ; 

Holmes, Enos and Beyer suggest that such body armor 
should be considered for civilians in the civil defense pro- 
gram. They suggest that injury “from flying debris, such 
as masonry, meta! and glass, is of great importance ‘after 
H-bomb and atom bomb blasts.” They suggest use of body 
armor might lessen the staggering number of injured and 

dead anticipated in such a mass civilian disaster,

The Women

N a huge book about the ex- 
| ploits of men who climb moun- 

tains, my old friend James 
Ramsey Ullman, himself a 
climber, has included a two- 
page appendix called “Women 
and Mountaineering.” 

That little appendix which the 
author evidently feels contains 
all there is to be said about 
women and mountains, appears 
to me to shed some interesting 
sidelights on the woman—and 
man—question. 

The first recorded feminine 
ascent of a major Alpine peak, 
it seems, oceurred in 1810 when 
the fiancee of a guide reached 
the top of Mont Blanc. Accord- 
ing to Ullman, the young lady was 
half-dragged, half-carried (by 
her fiance) up the mountain, 
rather more than less against 
her will. Later she was exhibited 
at an appropriate fee to awe- 
stricken tourists.

AFTER THIS typically mas- 
culine start in chronicling fe- 
male accomplishment, Ullman 
admits that women now ascend 
the Matterhorn, Mont Blanc, Ra- 
nier and the Grand Teton many 
times during a season. He cred- 
its Georgia Engelhard Cromwell 
with almost 500 climbs in the 
Alps and Rockies and calls 
Miriam O’Brien Underhill a 
specialist in the most difficult 
Alpine ascents, while Elizabeth 
Coles and Elizabeth Knowlton 
have, he says kindly, gone as 
far afield as the Andes and the 
Himalayas. No dragging nor 
carrying — all these traveled 
under their own steam. 

So, as a matter of fact, did 
Hettie Dyhrenfurth, non-climb- 
ing wife of a climbing husband, 
who for the past 20 years has 
held the world’s feminine alti- 
tude record. She was “some- 
how inveigled into starting up- 
hill from the Baltoro Glacier 
and in due time found herself 
standing on the  24,000-foot 
west summit of Queen Mary 
Peak in the Karakoram Range 
in India. 

“Never again,” vowed Mrs. 
Dyhrenfurth when she was down 
off the mountain, and in spite 
of her record she has dwelt hap- 
pily at sea-level ever since.

JAMES ULLMAN seems to 
think the reason men want to 
climb mountains is to answer a 
challenge within themselves. He 
paints a dramatic picture of one 
intrepid, disappointed seeker, an 
unconquered peak still above 
him, fixing his eyes, behind 
snow-fogged goggles, on, the 
white summit and vowing 
through frozen, cracked lips, 
“Just wait, we'll get you yet.” 

The feminine climbing ap- 
proach, on the other hand, is 
illustrated by Marie, reluctant 
Alpine pioneer, and Mrs. Dyh- 
renfurth, accidental pioneer, 
both quite obviously content 
with the challenges they find 
around the home. I agree with 
Ullman to the extent. that I 
suspect the half-dragged, half- 
carried young woman got the 
greatest pleasure from her ac- 
complishment when she heard 
the francs being dropped into 
the cashier’s box as she was ex- 
hibited. 

Mrs. Dyhrenfurth, too, took 
the practical view. When she 
found she'd climbed a great 
mountain, she made no fuss, 
pulled no hysterics, boasted no 
boasts. She just went home, per- 
fectly willing to forget the whole 
thing and was all ready to cod- 
dle her husband when he came 
back, exhausted and full of chil- 
blains from his next joust with 
nature.

BROILED TOMATOES, TOPPED WITH CRUMBS AND GRATED CHEESE, 
ARE ATTRACTIVE AS WELL AS DELICIOUS. 


AKE the most of the late 
M tomatoes with which most 

markets are likely to be 
flooded. While everyone likes 
vine-ripened tomatoes, it is pos- 
sible to pick the fruit if there 
seems to be danger of frost and 
to allow them to finish ripening 
in the sun after they have been 
picked. 

Sometimes we see the little 
plum-shaped toniatoes, and oc- 
casionally a few yellow tomatoes 
come to the market. Some per- 
sons consider their flavor par- 
ticularly fine and like to use 
them for a spicy marmalade. If 
you grow your own tomatoes, 
you may find it worthwhile. to 
make catsup or chili sauce. Oth- 
erwise, you will probably find 
it more practical to buy these 
ready-made. 

Only the well ripened fruit 
should be eaten raw, but there 
are innumerable ways in which 
tomatoes can be cooked. One of 
my friends is so fond of baked 
tomatoes that she begs me to 
prepare them every ‘time she 
comes to dinner. Another pre- 
fers broiled tomatoes topped 
with cheese mixed with bread 
crumbs. 

One of my favorite methods of 
cooking this vegetable is to pre- 
pare it Creole style. For this

On Hanging 
Storm Sash 
By Hubbard Cobb 


F you have ever spent an 
| afternoon up on a high ladder 
™ wrestling with a heavy wood 
storm window you'll know why 
people who make these combina- 
tion storm windows and insect 
screens are doing pretty well 
for themselves. 

Hanging storm windows from 
the outside is not only hard 
work but it’s dangerous work 
too, for you are always in dan- 
ger when up on top of a ladder 
with both hands occupied. 


Now, believe it or not, you 
can hang ordinary storm sashes 
from the inside. It’s still work 
but it’s not nearly as dangerous 
as fooling around with a sash 
on top of a high ladder in a 
strong wind. 

To hang storm sashes from in- 
side you need the help of some 
other person and a board about 
six feet long. First thing you do 
is open the top sash and slip 
the storm sash outside. The idea 
is to get the storm sash outside 
with the bottom resting on the 
window sill. 


Now lift up the lower sash 
enough to slip the end of the 
board outside so that it can be 
slipped under the ‘bottom of the 
storm sash. 

» Get the second person to pry 
down on the far end of the board 
so that the storm sash is raised 
sufficiently for you to engage 
the hangers at the top of the 
sash with those mounted on the 
top of the window frame. To do 
this, of course, the bettom of 
the storm sash must be pushed 
out and thig can be easily done 
by simply pushing on the length 
of board supporting the sash at 
the bottom edge.
